COURT  OF  REVISION 


Pavement  Curbs,  Sidewalks  and  Light  Standard 
Project  on  the  Initiative  -  Schedule  No.  413 


Pavement,  Curbs,  Lane  Pavements  and  Sidewalks 
by  Petition  -  Schedule  No.  414  


The  Court  received  from  the  Assessment  Commissioner,  Schedules 
No.   413  and  No.   414  listing  a  number  of  local  improvement  projects  on 
the  Initiative  and  by  Petition. 
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The  Assessment  Commissioner  advised  that  in  respect  to  those  projects 
on  the  Initiative,    in  none  of  the  instances  was  there  sufficient 
signatures  to  defeat  the  projects. 

Those  projects  submitted  by  Petition  were  requested  by  the  majority 
of  assessed  owners  by  means  of  sufficient  signed  petitions 

Mrs.  F.H.  Mitchell  addressed  the  Court  regarding  Project  No.  30, 
Schedule  No.   414  -  Tolmie  Street.     Mrs.  Mitchell  was  of  the  opinion  that 
a  further  reduction  in  charges  should  be  made  with  respect  to  her  property 
because  of  its  situation  and  shape  and  also  because  she  had  been  advised 
by  a  City  staff  member  that  such  a  reduction  would  be  made.  The  Assessment 
Commissioner  explained  that  a  reduction  had  been  made  based  on  half  the 
f lankage.

The  Assessment  Commissioner  advised  that  lot  18  of  2  to  4  of  5, 
Blk.   17,  D.L.   526  is  a  locked  in  lot  and  therefore  recommended  that  the 
residential  rate  be  charged  and  applied  to  this  lot.
